Adams County’s Civil Defense 
headquarters staff found Friday 
night that the county could easily 
care for 9.0(H) additional people, 
and could send fire equipment and 
manpower elsewhere in case of 
an emergency even though there 
might foe considerable damage in 
parts of the county. 


Taking part in the second phase 
of "Operation Alert-1959,” the C-D 
officials gathered Friday evening

Tile charts also showed that the 
county as a whole would have 
been so ‘’hot” from radiation for 
the first several days after the 
blast that no one could have ven­ 
tured from shelter.

Lewis D. Sheeley, 32-year-old 
Fairfield R. I, bartender, who 
was found guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter by a jury this 
week, was sentenced today by 
Judge W. C. Sheely to from 
one and one-half to three year* 
in the Allegheny County Work­ 
house.

to kill

Carlin Brown, 23-year-old Balti­ 
more Negro, who escaped from 
the Adams County jail April 15, 
was sentenced to two and one-half 
to five years in the Eastern State 
Pententiary on a charge of larceny 
involving the theft of a dress and 
skirt delivered by mail to Mrs. 
Theodore Schmitz, Carlisle St. He 
was given the same sentence, to 
run concurrently, on tile charge 
of breaking jail and the same sen­ 
tence, also to run concurrently, 
on a charge of larcency of a car 
which 
he 
had 
used 
after 
he 
escaped. 
He was given a sus­ 
pended sentence on two charges 
of receiving stolen goods and was 
directed to pay the costs on all of 
the charges. 


Sent To Workhouse 
The court was told that, at the 
time of his original arrest on the 
charge of larceny of the dress, 
that he had in his possession at 
that time two keys, the property 
of Robert Steinberger, an antique 
pistol stolen from the home of 
former sheriff Dorsey Shultz and 
some cigarettes and miniature bot­ 
tles stolen from the home of Mares 
Sherman. 


When 
Brown appeared before 
the court he first said that he had 
pleaded guilty to burglary and 
larceny charges in connection with 
the thefts from the Steinberger, 
Sherman and Schultz homes but 
that, when he further told the 
court that he had not entered those 
homes but had received the ar­ 
ticles stolen from them, the court 
disallowed the pleas of guilty to 
burglary 
and 
larceny and per­ 
mitted the pleas of receiving .stolen 
goods. 


Elwood L. Macklin Jr., Topeka,

Possible ways of paring tho 
cost of the promised New Oxford 
sewage system and water sys­ 
tem improvement were discussed 
rn a Session Friday afternoon be­ 
tween several members of the 
borough council, the municipal 
authority and representatives ot' 
Tracy Engineers. Inc., Harrisburg, 
designers of the project. 
The prime target of the dis­ 
cussion was the proposed $200 
per family sewer connection fee, 
which, several of the local of­ 
ficials 
said, was 
causing 
con­ 
siderable protest from residents 
of the community. 
Tracy Greenlund, of the engi­ 
neering firm, said that the high 
connection fee was “ required” by 
the banking firm which plans to 
submit a bid for the authority 
bonds which will finance the proj­ 
ect. The objective of the high 
fee is to get a sizable amount 
of money in early so that a group 
of the bonds can be retired early. 
This was cited at a recent meet­ 
ing as an advantage of the high 
fee since it would save some 
several thousands of dollars of 
interest annually during the 40 
years that the bond issue will 
run. 
Some Cuts Likely 
Savings of $17,223 were sug­ 
gested by the engineer as pos­ 
sible by elimination of several 
water line connections that were 
included in the original plans and 
by some changes in the proposed 
sewerage system. 
This reduction in construction 
cost would bring the bond issue 
amount down to $850,000, Green­ 
land said, but would not affect 
the bond house's requirement for 
the $200 per unit connection fee. 
The engineers agreed to ex­ 
plore with the low bidders for the 
construction, Reisinger Brothers, 
Inc., Carlisle, the possibility of 
making other cuts. 
The $850.(XX) bond issue as cur­ 
rently 
proposed 
is

tinder an estimate made several 
weeks ago. $890,000. Construction 
costs, under six contracts for 
various phases of the work, will 
come to $657,590.

Thereupon the univer­ 
sity raids some small college fac­ 
ulty for promising Ph.D.'s.

restless and more venturesome 
high school teachers with Mas­ 
ter's degrees rich in academic 
content do not mind the tempo­ 
rary asj>ect of this situation. They 
welcome a try at college teaching. 
Some are able to upgrade their

rapidly and adnex e permanent 
appointments from a subsequent 
temporary assignment if not in 
the first college of their higher 
level teaching experience. 


But the vast majority of sea­ 
soned. high school teachers with 
Master's degrees will have none 
of it. Mast have tenure where they 
are. Often the high .school salary 
exceeds that of the college instruc­ 
torship. For them the game is 
not worth the candle. 


College administrators are of­ 
ten tempted to ignore the Ph.D.

Wheel Track Corn Planting 
A number of Pennsylvania corn 


f rowers are using wheel track 


t orn planting, the new idea in 


corn culture. This method can 
save you approximately 40 per 
cent of your tillage costs. 
Wheel 
track 
planting should 
save about five dollars an acre 
over the usual method of plant­ 
ing corn. This new method can be 
used on most any soil types in 
the state. 
The corn is planted on freshly 
plowed ground in a seedbed pre­ 
pared by the tractor wheels. This 
eliminates disking and harrow­ 
ing but in a few cases the farm ­ 
ers have disked once. In order to 
mix the organic m atter through­ 
out the soil it would be well to 
disk before plowing. The rough 
loose soil between rows reduces 
run off absorbing moisture. Ero­ 
sion may also be reduced on old 
hay and pasture land because it 
isn t plowed until you’re ready to 
plant the corn. 
F a s t G erm ination 
Planting corn in the tractor 
wheel track will improve corn 
germination 
especially 
in 
dry 
years. The depth of kernel place­ 
ment is uniform and the freshly 


plowed furrow usually contains 
enough moisture to germinate the 
seed rapidly. 
Pre-emergencq treatm ent with 
a chemical weed killer at plant­ 
ing time or spraying five to seven 
days after planting will delay the 
first cultivation for a period of 
two weeks or longer. 
Liquid fertilizers when used as 
la soil application is a perfectly 


I good form on fertilizer. It should 
be considered simply as a dry 
fertilizer that has been totally 
dissolved in water. Liquid fer­ 
tilizers are applied at the same 
* rates and at the same time as 
(dry fertilizers. 


P ro p er M easurem ents 
If 300 pounds of a 5-10-10 fer- 
Itilizer is to be used at time of 
seeding, 300 pounds of a 5-10-10 
liquid fertilizer may be used. In 
other words IOO pounds of a 5-10- 
! IO liquid fertilizer is equivalent 
to IOO pounds of a 5-10-10 ferti­ 
lizer. 
Liquid 
fertilizers 
weigh 
about IO pounds per gallon, there­ 
fore IO gallons would be equal 
I to IOO pounds of dry fertilizer of 
!the sam e analysis. 
Liquid fertilizers are not rec- 
jommended as a foliar or leaf 
application for field crops. Con­ 
siderable research has shown that 
for liquid fertilizers to be equal 
: in value to dry fertilizers they 
' must be applied at the same rate.
